The 23rd annual NFCUS star- 
ted on Tuesday as over 100 del- 
egates, observers and guests from 
32 Canadian universities and 
several foreign countries gather- 
ed at the University of Saskat- 
chewan for the Congress' open- 
ing session. 

OBSEjlVERS INVITED 

The Congress approved a re- 
solution which invited observers 
frbm Victoria College in British 
Columbia and Sherbrooke Uni- 
ver8ityj(in:-Jiuebec>:to attend the 
conference; Both' universities are 
potential NFCUS members, and 
the. Congress authorized the exe- 
cutive "to give such financial aid 
as may be necessary" to ensure 
that the two universities sent 
observers to the Congress. 

This year's Congress will be 
the largest ever held by NFCUS. 

Two observers have caused a 
great deal of intemt. Tliey^have 
not arrived yet in Saskatoon- and 
apparently no one really knows 
ii they will arrive at all. 

One is a representative of the 
USSR Students' Council. As yet 
he has not been granted, a Cana- 
dian visa. The second is the Pre- 
sident of the Algerian Students 
Federation, and where he is, no 
one knows. 

Both are expected tO' be key- 
note speakers in what is shaping 
up to . be a squabble over the 
exact role which NFCUS should 
play, .in international student af- 
fain.

He 
holds -' Gold A and Gold Key 
a^^ards'from the Debating Soci- 
ety and was also on the national 
advisory council of the Liberal 
Party. 

Michael Kinsman, who will as- 
sist him in keeping the negative 
side, received his Master's de- 
gree in Philosophy, last . year 
from McGill. He was winner" of 
the Paplneau Cup for the best 
public speaker at McGill for 
1959; during ,his undergraduate 
years he w.ts President of tlie 
Literature .Society and of tlie 
Philosophy Society. • •

Shall the Ladies Join \Js? 

Decision making goes hand in hand with planning. 
In fact one of the dictionary definitions of planning is 
"to decide in advance". Now that planning^ for. a new 
Union is once again in progres-s, there wjll be a period 
of much soul searching and decision making on the part 
of student organizations involved. Many decisions, will 
be of. a petty nature — should the billiard room be 25 
by 40 or SO by 36 feet ? Still others will be of a highly 
important class. ■ . • 

Undoubtedly the mo.'^t important of the latter sort 
will be the question of full-fledged female participation 
- in the new Union. As McGillians know we are presently 
blessed with hopelessly antiquated and inadequate 
Union. Small wonder then that most women s activitie.s 
are centered around Royal .Victoria College. ,j,^Fema le 
students are indeed fortunate that RVC provides them 
with .superior .social and recreational facilities in addition 
to fulfilling it.s prime- purpose — that of a residence. 
But this should hot be regarded a.s a permanent situation. 
Rjither it is a stop-gap measure pending the appearance 
of a new Union. 

With the building of a new Union the situation will 
change radically. Top grade, modern facilities .sufficient 
to provide for' all .students are envi-'ioned. Women 
students will have to face the fact that there will come 
the (lav when RVC will no longer be large enough- to 
Forve ade(iuatelv both as a re.sidence and as a center of 
extra-curricular female activity. ^ A .switch to the new 
Union would he the obvious solution. • - 

But there is more than a (iu(?slion of convenience 
at stake. Women in the new Union is a question of 
principle. SeKiegalion of tlie sexes ended at the public 
school-level. \\'by renew it in university ? No one would 
disagree that there is a definite need for all-women 
organizations such as the Women's Union at McGill. 
We do not propose it- cease existing. What we do propose 
is that it continue on a more -vibrant and dynamic basis, 
centering its activities as full partners in the new Union. 

New-York University recently completed a $250.000 
survey on a very similar que.«jtipn. The result: /'Co- 
education would make bur studehts gentlemen ... Our 
students as a whole have not had social experience... 
n would improve the social atmosphere". • . ■ 

Whatever the 'answer and whatever the reason the 
$250,000 question must be solved at McGill by the women 
themselves. We hope that they will see fit to banish 
Victorian prudery from twentieth-century McGill.

Provincial Aid 
Now Available 
To Undergrads 

Under the new regulations Que- 
bec Provincial Aid may be availa- 
ble to full time undergraduates r& 
gLiïtered for degree courses 'Arts 
and Divinity. excepted). Applicants 
must have been resident and domi- 
ciled in Quebec lt>T at lea.st two 
years. These bursaries are 40 per 
cent loan and 60 per cent grant. 
The maximum for a resident of 
Montreal is S300.00. for outside, 
$500.00 . 

Anyone who receives the maxl' 
mum may, if necessary, apply for 
a loan, up to $200.00 for the Mont- 
realer, up to $500.00 for those bey- 
ond commuting distance. These 
loans bear interest at 3 per cent, 
but the interest does not begin to 
accrue till two years after gradua- 
lion or leaving university studies. 

The new loan forms are not avai- 
lable and no application should be 
made till November. A notice will 
appear in the Dally. 

Any student, qualified as to te- 
sldencc and /domicile in Quebec, 
who has suffered from tuberculo- 
sis, coronary trouble, polio or cer- 
tain 'Categories of physical handi- 
cap and has need, should also en- 
quire at this office as to possible 
financial aid from the Province.

The Canadian Intercollegiate Athletic Union Constitution calls 
By-Law VI "EUGIBILITY". Wo prefer to call it INELIGIBIUTY, 
We count 18 paragraphs, some of which are logical, a few of which 
are absurd, some which require a Law degree to interpretatc, and 
a few which apply to particular colleges. Basically, tne potential 
football player should be in second year of a four year course, first 
year of a three year course, in good standing, an amateur, etc. We are 
interested in the one that says in about 75 words that if a student 
is entering post graduate school, he must hold n degree in order 
to play football.
